Three 
hou rs 
later, 
Step henson 
was still inside, and still being q u es­ 
tioned. Ilis v oice rose at times u ntil 
it was au dible to those ou tside the 
doors, bu t the words were too mu ff­ 
led to be disting u ishable. 
Step henson was brou g ht to India­ 
nap olis dramatically . Withou t warn­ 
ing , he step p ed from the Michig an 
City p rison at 1 a. m. today into a 
waiting au tomobile. 
The trip was

ev ery body from Warden Walter H. 
Daly to Robort Moore, of Michig an 
City , attorney for Step henson, held 
their cou nsel. Until Step henson’s a r­ 
riv al was annou nced at 7 :30 a. m.

he mig ht be in the city . 
Offered a new su it of clothing by 
Moore, Step henson refu sed to wear 
it and he came to Indianap olis a t­

The rdbbefrs did 
considerable 
damag e to the wall of

bank

similar to that attemp ted a

y ears ag o. 
Entrance to the bank was made 
from a rear door. A 
screen 
was 
cu t, and a hole bored into the door, 
which enabled one of the 
robbers

After g etting inside, the robbers 
then attemp ted to hack their way 
throu g h the side of the bank v au lt 
which is 
constru cted of a 
thick 
brick lining . 
ThP robbers ev idently u sed chis­ 
els and heav y bars 
with 
sledg e 
hammers in an 
effo rt to p enetrate 
the wall. They made some headway 
in a sp ace larg e enou g h to 
admit 
a man, bu t for some reason 
did 
not continu e with their work .

which has not been fed bu tter 
is 
bu ll-ey ed, and the k eep er say s as 
they g row older the rat withou t bu t­ 
ter dev elop s ev e trou bles, called op - 
thalmia. Later this 
rat 
dev elop s 
riek etts, weak bones, it is u nable to 
walk , its fu r becomes rou g h and all 
thp g lossiness leav es. 
The 
k eep er 
states that this ex hibit is the resu lt 
'of scientific research by leading nu ­ 
trition sp ecialists, who u se this ex ­ 
p eriment as the basis for stu dy ing 
the effect of lack of bu tterfat in milk 
or bu tter in tne hu man diet. 
Ov er the cag e in which 
the two 
rats are liv ing will be this slog an 
“ Bu tter mak es the difference.” 
A 
stu dy of the food which 
has been 
g iv en the two rats shows v ery clear­ 
ly what the lack of bu tter in the diet 
will do to both animals and p eop le. 
his is of p aricu lar interest to the 
p eop le of Ru sh cou nty since many 
’armers are dep ending u p on their 
fou r or fiv e cows as the 
p rincip al 
money , mak ers in k eep ing 
u p the 
farm table. Bu tter has alway s been 
u sed as one of the stap les of the 
diet and its imp ortance cannot 
be 
oy er- emp hasized. 
Both rats are of the same ag e, the 
same sex , and the same breed. They 
lav e been raised and fed on a farm 
near Forrest Lak e, Minn., u nder the 
direction of Dr. L. S. Palmer of the 
Univ ersity of Minnesota. It mig ht be 
of interest to the p eop le of the cou n 
ty to k now that p ractically all 
of 
the leading p rincip les of the hu man 
diet hav e been dev elop ed throu g h ex ­ 
p eriments condu cted with rats.

law 
is in effect, the courts have upheld 
an 
insurance 
company 
which 
canceled 
a 
policy 
because 
the 
driver got drunk. In order 
th at 
drunken drivers 
or 
incompetents 
may secure insurance, 
lawmakers 
have gone so fa r in some states as 
to introduce laws requiring insur­ 
ance companies to accept all risks, 
on the ground th at if they do not 
accept all, they are showing 
p a r­ 
tiality. Such arguments are 
child­ 
ish, for the only safeguard the in­ 
surance company has is the right 
to reject risks whjcfy ar.e knpwn 
to be bad. 
Why should a 
insurance 
com­ 
pany be forced to insure a known 
bad risk. The state should 
refuse 
an automobile license to 
such 
a 
party, and not give him the chance 
to go on the hignway and endanger 
the lives of others. 
Instead of reducing personal re ­ 
sponsibility 
and 
carefulness 
through :con^)ulspry insurance, let 
the law increase personal respon­ 
sibility and thereby indirectly force 
every driver to either 
voluntarily 
carry insurance or 
so 
conduct 
himself that accidents will be 
re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
The m urderer and the highway­ 
man, as well as the reckless 
and 
irresponsible driver, cause 
death 
and suffering for which there 
can 
be no adequate remedy 
or repara­ 
tion any more than 
there can 
be 
for the horrors of war. We should 
work to remove the cause of these 
m isfortunes rather than to, make it 
easier for them to occur. 


The Crop Outlook 
It seems incongruous for farm ­ 
ers to prolit through disaster, 
but 
nevertheless this seems 
to 
he 
in 
prospect for tillers of the soil in 
Rush county, hi common with all 
living hi the so-called, corn 
belt 
who depend on the land for a li' e- 
lihood. 
The backward and 
unpromising 
condition of corn, 
which 
makes 
almost certain that com 
prices 
will hold well above $1 until 
the 
1928 crop, with the 
consequent 
strong price for hogs, is the 
fa c ­ 
tor that has changed the prospects 
fo r the next year, if not for 
tko 
one following. 
While early planted corn is well 
out ui tassel, late 
plantings 
have 
made poor growth. The 
net 
result 
is a very 
spotted corn 
prospect, 
with the possibility th a t a consid­ 
erable p art of the 
crop will 
ear 
later on short sifalks and the frost 
hazard will loom large. 
There are some observers ol ag- 
rk-ultral conditions 
who i foresee 
the most prosperous conditions in 
the corn belt that have been 
en­ 
joyed for live years, due 
to 
the 
very fact that the corn crop prom­ 
ises to be abnormally short. 
Although hog prices will be high 
in term s of dollars, they will 
be 
low in terms of corn 
because 
of 
the very strong likelihood 
of high 
priced corn, ft has been predicted 
that hog prices would fall off 
be­ 
cause of the good market that has 
prevailed, but the corn crop 
con­ 
dition has altered the situation. 
Men conversant with the 
situa­ 
tion, and who have made a study 
of the relation of hog prices 
and 
corn prices, advise 
against 
hog 
raisers becoming 
panic 
stricken 
because of the threatened shortage 
of corn and selling off brood sows. 
The first effect of real high 
corn 
prices is to drive hogs to 
m arket 
and make hog prices 
artificially 
low. A fter the shock has 
passed, 
however, there is tendency for hog 
prices to follow after corn. 
It is recalled th at there 
have 
been instances where hog 
prices 
have 
been a 
year 
or 
eighteen 
months behind corn, but 
in 
the 
case of a violent upward swing of i 
corn, hogs may not lag so fa r 
be­ 
hind. 
On the whole, prospects are good 
for Rush County farm ers to profit ( 
from the conditions that are 
ex- J 
pected to prevail, llogs are 
Rush 
cUunty’s principal 
product 
and 
anything that operates to 
make 
feeding hogs profitable is bound to 
be 
beneficial 
from a 
financial 
standpoint. Fanners will do well to 
make a careful study of the 
corn 
and hog market before deciding on 
a policy for the coming year. 
It 
would now seem to be unwise 
to I 
curtail hog production on u large 
scale simply because of the threat- j 
ened shortage of corn.

ington and to T. S. Vaca, who 
fought Sacasa’s battles here for him 
during the w inter and spring. 
On 


his recent return to N icaragua upon 
the death of his m other, Caraso 
Morales, was asked to represent 
Moncada in th is country. 
‘"Moncada became a national hero 
when he crossed the country from 
the A tlantic to the Pacific, bringing 
his arm y through th e jungle,” ex­ 
plained Morales, who has just re­ 
turned to a W ashington university 
to complete graduate studies. 
“His 
soldiers stood in w ater up to th eir 
w aists and form ed a hum an bridge 
for rifles and m unitions kept dry 
by passing them from one set of 
raised arm s to another. He had to 
m ake several speeches a day to 
keep up the spirit of these men.

for the next year, if uot for the 
one following. 


While early planted corn is well 


out in tassel, late plantings 'have 
made poor growth. The net result 
is a very 
spotted corn 
prospect, 


with the possibility that a. consid- 
erable part of the 
crop will car 


later on short stalks and the'frost 
hazard will loom large. 


There are some observers of ag- 


'ricultral conditions 
who 
i' foresee 


the most prosperous conditions in 
the corn belt that have been 
en- 


joyed for five years, due to 
the 


very fact that the corn crop prom- 
ises to be abnormally short. 


Although hog prices will be high
